However, the instant invention differs from the prior art in that the claimed iodic 
acid compound produced as a by-product is recovered as a periodic acid and it has been 
reused for the production of 3,3-dimethyl-2- formylcyclopropanecarboxyUc acid in the 
claimed reaction process. Furthermore, there is no motivation in the prior art to arrive at 
the claimed invention. In addition, unless all limitations of the claims are met, there is no 
prior art rejection. See In re Zurko 59 USPQ 2d 1690 (Fed Cir. 1991) and In re Lee, 61 
USPQ 1430 (Fed Cir. 1991). 

Therefore, the claimed invention would not have been obvious to the person 
with an ordinary skill in the art.
